Ottawa. — Rev. Canon Burd, of 
Prince Albert, quoting immigration 
statistics before the Commons com- 
mittee on immigration, expressed his 
“very deep alarm" over the prepon- 
derance of Europeans entering Can- 
ada. Last year, he said, the increase 
over 1926 had been 1,088 British, 3,- 
982 from the United States, and 2,- 
536 Europeans. In March 3,150 Bri- 
tish people came to the Dominion 
and 9,132 non-British, 

“This is to show that the present 
system is detrimental to those of us 
living in the West,” said the canon. 

The census of Saskatchewan show- 
ed that in 1916 the proportion of Bri- 
tish residents in the province was 
64.5; in 1921, 52.8, and in 1926, 50.7. 

“Would you have the development 
of the West arrested until we can 
get British immigrants, who seem re- 
luctant to come?’” asked C. H, Ca- 
han (Conservative, St. Lawrence-St. 
George). 

A letter was read from a_ rural 
dean of the Peace River, who stated 
that every train into that country 
was bringing in foreign-born, but no) 
British.

March 31, 1928, immigration to Can- 
ada amounted to 151,537, an increase 
of 5 per cent. over the previous year, 
when it totalled 143,991. Vhese fig- 
ures were made public by the depart- 
ment of immigration and coloniza- 
tion, 


During the last 12 months, as com- 
pared With the preceding year, there 
has been an increase in British im- 
migration of 1,088. Imraigration 
from the United States has increased’ 
by 3,982, and from other countries 
the increase has been 2,536. 

A significant feature of the statis- 
tics is the increase in immigration 
from the United States, which was 
greater than the increase from all 
other sources combined. 

During March the total immigra- 
tion to Canada was 14,685, of which 
3,150 were British, 2.383 from the 
United States, and 9,182 from other 
countries, 


During March 2,670 Canadians who 
had gone to the United States to re- 
side returned to Canada, declaring 
their intention of remaining perman- 
ently in this country.
